DECLINE IN MORGAN FOOD STAMP 
RECIPIENTS NOTED DURING MAY 


3,189 In Morgan Get 
Stamps; 179 Fewer 
Than Previous Mo. 

While Kentucky’s 72-county 
Food Stamp Program lias ex¬ 
perienced a tremendous grow¬ 
th in participants during the 
past year, the number of food 
stamp recipients in, Morgan 
County declined in May. 

According to a news re¬ 
lease from the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Economic Secu¬ 
rity, Commissioner Merrit 3. 
Doitz, Jr. announced that dur¬ 
ing May, 3.189 low income 
persons in Morgan received 
food stamps valued at $79,628. 

This represents a decline of 
176 recipients since April when 
3,365 Morgan Countians receiv- 


I ed food stamps worth $83,986. 

According to Dietz, in May 
of last year Morgan County 
I food stamp recipients totaled 
j 2 798 persons who received 
[ stamps at a cost of $69,570. 

Families in the progTam ex- 
: change an amount of their own 
j money, usually spent for food, 

| to purchase food coupons. In 
addition, Dietz said, families 
| receive bonus coupons to 
boost their buying power, 

Dietz reported that through- 
lout the 72 Kentucky counties 
a total of 282.941 persons re¬ 
ceived food stamps worth 
$7,020,699 during May.

Kentuckians received food 
stamps valued at $4,955,167,

$17 Million Project 
Will Build Reservoir 
Extending To Morgan 

Funds for starting the 
Paintsville Dam ana Paint 
Creek Resarvoir, which had 
been frozen as an anti-infla- j 
tionary move, were released , 
•his week by Federal authori- I 
ties in Washington, it was 
announced Tuesday by the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers. 

The initial appropriation for 
the Paintsville Dam and Re¬ 
servoir is 330,000, which has 
now been released to the Corps 
of Engineers to start the pro. 
ject. 

The project invokes con ; 
sf ruction of a dam four miles 


vest of Paintsville to create 
an 840-acre reservoir or. a 14.- 
000-acre area along Paint 
Creek, that will reach into 
Morgan county. 

The dam is to be built as 
a flood-control and recreation 
project and Ls expected to 
cost more than $17 million 
when completed. 

The state has tentative plans 
to build a park in connection 
with the reservoir. 

Federal funds for starting 
two other Kentucky projects 
were also released—$150,000 
for the Taylorsville Reservior 
on Salt River, and $100,000 to 
start the Martins Fork Reser¬ 
voir on a tributary of Cumber¬ 
land River in southeastern 
Kentucky.

Hires Other Schl. 
Personnel, Fields 
Questions At Meet 

The Morgan County Board of 
Education at a meeting last 
Thursday hired a new princi¬ 
pal for Morgan County High 
School, named coaches at the 
high school for the upcoming 
year, and also announced the 
employment of several other 
school system personnel. 

The board welcomed visitors 
to the meeting as “a method of 
informing the board about what 
people are thinking’ about the 
operation of the school system. 
But it also insisted on its right 
to discuss personnel qualifica¬ 
tions in private, citing harm 
which may be done an indivi¬ 
dual by discussing his or her 
personal qualifications publicly. 

Attending the meeting was 
a delegation of around 15 citi¬ 
zens, who, following the board's 
business session, confronted 
board members with a number 
of questions pertaining to the 
new principal, the coaching 
staff, the progress of planning 
on a proposed new county high 
school at Index, and other 
school system matters. 

A number of the citizens pre¬ 
sent had also attended last 
J month’s school board meeting 
to protest re-assignment of last 
year’s MCHS basketball coach, 
Kenneth Collinsvvorth, to an¬ 
other position and the board’s 
failure to re-employ Richard 
Jett as principal at MCHS. Mr. 
Jett announced his resignation 
at that meeting after accepting 
a position as principal at Wolfe 
County High School, Campton. 

During a routine business 
session, the school board Thurs¬ 
day voted to hire Mrs. Scotty 
Johnson of Index as ESEA Pro¬ 
gram secretary to fill the posi¬ 
tion formerly held by Gladys 
Nickell, who retired. 

After dispensing with rou¬ 
tine business, the board went 
into executive session (private) 
to decide upon a new MCHS 
principal, hire other school 
personnel, and name coaches at 
MCHS. 

Upon their return, Supt. Wal¬ 
ton Jones announced that the 
board, in executive session— 

*"Voled with one abstention 
to hire Robert S. Boggs, a 
Floyd County native and assis¬ 
tant principal last year at Boyd 
County High School, as new 
principal at Morgan County 
High. (See story elsewhere.) 

By unanimous vote, the 
board— 

i^Rehired all school bus dri¬ 
vers. 

r"Rehircd all janitors. 

i^Rehired all cooks with the 
exception of cooks at Ezel 
School and an unfilled position 
at Cannel City School. 

*"Named Ed Zaremba head 
football coach at MCHS, to re¬ 
place Marty Joyce, who resign¬ 
ed. 

t^Hired Mrs. Martha Wells 
as 7th grade teacher at Morgan 
High to replace Mrs. Richard 
Jett. 

/-"Named Gary Holbrook head 
basketball coach at MCHS. 

■-"Named Kenneth Collins- 
worth head baseball coach and 
assistant basketball and foot¬ 
ball coach at MCHS. 

Supt. Jones then explained 
to the visitors that when dis¬ 
cussing qualifications of per¬ 
sons being considered for jobs, 
"harm may be done to people 
we may be considering" if the 
discussion is conducted public- 
ly, "and this was the reason 
we went into executive ses¬ 
sion.” 

Visitors at the meeting ag¬ 
reed that this is the board's 
light and the customary met¬ 
hod of handling such matters 
elsewhere. 

Supt. Jones, who had to leave 
the meeting early due to illness 
in the family, turned the meet¬ 
ing over to Ronald Perkins, 
Morgan County ESEA Program 
Director, who presided at a 
question and answer session be¬ 
tween the visitors and the 
board members. 

During the session, the hoard 
was asked why it had not made 
a practice of publishing a year¬ 
ly financial statement as re¬ 
quired by law. 

Board members agreed that 
a yearly financial statement 
should be published for the 
benefit of taxpayers. However 
Perkins indicated that past de¬ 
cisions to dispense with the

The Government Accounting Office (GAO), 
the ‘ watchdog" of spending for Congress, now 
is doing a survey on welfare. 

Investigation has turned up some interesting 
examples of how profitable welfare really can 
he fore those “who try harder.” One involves 
a hippie in California who has figured out a 
“system” that works to perfection. 

Being unemployed, this hippie is eligible for 
food stamps. For 50 cents, he gets $28 worth 
of stamps. Each week, he buys exactly $27.5 i 
worth of groceries, accepts in cash the maxi¬ 
mum 49 cents is allowed. To that 49 cents, he 


adds one penny, goes to the food stamp office 
and gets another $28 worth of stamps. 

In the final week of the month, he sells his 
food stamps to friends for $15 in cash. In a 
month, he has paid out a total of 53 cents for 
$112 worth of food stamps, obtains $83.53 : n 
food and $14 47 in cash. 

This is such a good thing that other hippies 
in the communal house practice it, too — a'l 
15 of them. At frequent intervals, they hold 
champagne parties to ceiebrate. The living is 
high, and free. Who said there's no such thing 
as Easy Street? But, Man, they’re “needy” and 
they qualify.

control and wrecked. Elmer 
McKenzie allegedly drew the' 
pistol and somehow shot him¬ 
self in the right thigh before 
aiming and firing at the troop¬ 
er who by that time had taken 
cover behind a tree off the 
road.

18 inches square and 25 inches 
high has been erected over thc 
original stone. We were told by 
a native of the community that 
the initials "J. W." were on thc 
stone, but were unable to de¬ 
tect them. The stone was cover- 
i ed with grey lichens, which 
might have concealed the ini¬ 
tials. 

Two virgin white oak trees— 
one 13 and a half feet in cir¬ 
cumference. the other 10 feet 
and 10 inches in circumference 
—are close to the location of 
the grave. Each tree has a bran¬ 
ch spread of more than 100 feet. 
One of the trees shades the 
grave of Jenny Wiley. Close be 
side her grave are head and 
footstones, unmarked and of 
native stone. About 12 graves 
could be detected by the stones 
some fallen and all shaded by 
the same oak tree. 

Back of these two oaks is a 
cut in the ,sil which I would 
presume might be the location 
of the Wiley cabin.

QUICKSAND. Ky. — The 
number of beef cattle in East¬ 
ern Kentucky could easily be 
doubled or even tripled, an 
agricultural scientist said here 
last week. 

Mason Morrison, a livestock 
specialist at the University of 
Kentucky Robinson Substation 
here said that although live¬ 
stock population in Eastern 
Kentucky has increased in re¬ 
cent years, it has not kept pace 
with the gain the rest of the 
state has made. 

The latest statistics available 
show that about 270.000 beef 
cows and calves are being 
raised in the 35 most eastern 
Kentucky counties. 

“But, that figure could eas¬ 
ily be doubled or tripled," Mor¬ 
rison said. “Feed has held us 
back here, but we can show 
how feed can be grown on 
these hills and the soil never 
disturbed. 

“We can’t have the big herds 
here, because most of our fields 
are only 2 to 3 acres, but we 
can intensify the use of these 
small fields and help the farm¬ 
ers do a better job of feed pro¬ 
duction and cattle breeding,” 
he said.

The field day will feature 
demonstrations of how the 
small farmer can develop inten¬ 
sive cropping systems which 
apply exculsively to the hills 
of Eastern Kentucky, he said. 

Project tours begin at 9 a.m. 
They will include exhibits of 
intensive double cropping sys¬ 
tems, h.vbrid corn test plots, 
hybrid grass research, no-till 
corn, livestock feeder produc¬ 
tion systems, the Wood Use 
Center and the Plant Materials 
Center. 

Donald S. Henry, manager of 
the SCS Plants Materials Cen¬ 
ter, explained that his work 
was evaluating the vigor and 
growth habits of plants new to 
the area. 

“We see how the soils and 
climate of the region affect 
grasses, legumes, shrubs and 
woody plants which might have 
some benefit to Appalachia. 
From these observations, we 
can determine if the plans are 
practical for mountain pastur 
cs and erosion control on road 
cuts and strip mine spoil 
banks,” he said. 

“We’re also evaluating 
plants and trees for ’sight and 
noise’ pollution and others for 
wildlife feed and cover,” he 
said. Hybrid poplar trees are 
being studied as screens for 
use along highways to subdue 
and mask roadway noise. Hen 
ry explained. 

The facility is also studing 
hot weather grasses native to 
the United States, such as big 
blue tern, switch grass and In¬ 
dian grass, as possible forage 
crops to supplement Kentucky’s 
cool season grasses in the hot 
months.

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Within 
i a few weeks, grocery bags ac¬ 
ross Kentucky will contain a 
little something extra — a 
, bright yellow flyer urging the 
use of iodized salt for the pre¬ 
vention of goiter. 

The flyers are part of a 
statewide campaign led by the 
State Department of Health’s 
Nutrition Program, in coopera¬ 
tion with the State Nutrition 
Council and the Kentucky Re¬ 
tail Grocers’ Association. 

According to Miss Peggy 
Kidd, program director, the 
1968 national nutrition survey 
conducted in Kentucky and 19 
other stacs revealed a higher 
incidence of goiter in the com¬ 
monwealth than in other stales 
surveyed. 

“One of the reasons for this 
may well be the marked de¬ 
cline in the use of iodized salt 
on Kentucky tables, “Miss Kidd 
said. The Kentucky Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association estimates 
that 75 per cent of all salt 
sold in the state for cooking 
and table use is plain salt. 

“This decline may be due to 
the widespread idea that all 
salt is iodized now, “Miss Kidd 
commented. “This is not true. 
Iodized salt is clearly marked 
iodized’ in large letters on the 
box.” 

The use of iodized salt is one 
way to prevent iodine deficien¬ 
cy (“simple") goiter, a swelling 
of the thyroid gland in the neck. 
Kentucky is one of several 
in an area known for years as' 
“the goiter belt” because of a 
lack of iodine in the soil. Past 
campaigns promoting iodized 
salt brought a marked decline 
in goiter cases in the state, but I 
nutrition survey results from 
21 Kentucky counties show a i 
marked reversal of the down¬ 
ward trend.

WEST LIBERTY, Ky. — Life 
as it was lived a number of 
§ years ago continues to have a 
fascination. The reason for its 
intrigue is not known exactly, 
hut the spell remains. When 
traveling through the country¬ 
side at dusk, the hills making 
deep shadows in the valleys, it 
is pleasant to look through the 
distance to a far hill and if 
there is a light in sight to im¬ 
agine all sorts of things. 

Maybe there's a small fire in 
tahe fireplace to take away the 
evening chill; perhaps a coal 
oil lamp on a table and a white 
haired grandma doing her mend 
ing by its pale light, her com¬ 
panion dozing in his rocking 
chair nearby. They have done 
their days chores and now 
i comes the quiet time of day. 

: inside, where night is like a 
soft, handtacked comforter. 
t j Could I but see -into the 
lighted room on that far hill, 
the actual picture might be dif 
, ferent. The couple might be en- 
| joying the movie on TV while 
a record player makes music in 
another room; heat might he 
provided by electricity, with 
the same power making bril- 
y liant light throughout the hoom. 
if Still, I continue to put old time 
t- people and old time ways into 
i, those mysterious lighted rooms 
s on those far away hills. 

Elliott County’s Rufus Hen- 
l derson Click is a master at de- 
c scribing the kind of life I had 
i- in mind. It’s not that I would 
want to revert to the iron ket- 
le, skillet and lid, churing milk 
with a dasher to make butter, 
heating an iron on the wood 
range and drawing water from 
a well in the yard—but it’s in¬ 
teresting to think about. 

, “Memories, still they linger.*’ 
wrote Click who many years 
[ ago moved west and settled in 
Prescott, Arizona. He is nearing 
. 90 years of age. 

’ His mother Jane Stegall Click 
, cooked meals in an iron kettle. 

. j In one of Click’s five books he 
tells how she would place the 
kettle on the fire to cook meat, 
potatoes, chicken. “We also had 
a large skillet and lid (Dutch 
oven),” he wrote in EARLY 
HOME LIFE IN THE HILLS. 

"She would heat the skillet 
and lid on the fire then shovel 
large hot coals on the hearth, 
set the skillet on, put in corn 
meal dough, then put the lid 
on and shovel coals on top. 

“Well do I remember the 
blown old pone of thick corn 
bread—no better ever baked— 
and the sweet potatoes she 
baked in the old skillet, the 
pitcher of milk and large dish 
of butter.” 

Sugar was a commodity rare 
in country homes of years ago 
and at the Click farm as well 
as other farms of the region, 
“each farmer raised a patch 
of cane from which he made a 
barrel of sorghum molasses for 
domestic use. Later can* mills 
were run till late hours at 
night whoch afforded a favorite 
place for gathering of both old 
and young.” 

The neighborly act of borrow¬ 
ing was as much a practice back 
then as today. It was customary, 
said Click, to borrow meal, 
flour, salt, soda or a cup of j 
green coffee. The coffee then J 
had to be put in a small skillet j 
on a hot fire and stirred until I 
brown and ready for the coffee 
mill. 

As strange as it might seem, 
fire was the thing most often J 
gorrowed as it was difficult to 
keep matches between trips to 
the store. Keeping live coals 
overnight was taken for grant¬ 
ed, but occasionally when -‘one , 
got up and found the fire out' 
he went to the nearest neighbor 
to borrow live coals.” On one 
occasion the Click household 
had early visits from two 
neighbors whose fires had gone 
out during the night. “So they 
both came to our house and 
each got a live coal between 
two chips or on a small shovel 
and kept it alive until he got 
home.” _
